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Wiſdom of our Forefathers, &fc. 
ZANE A VING lately read a Pam blet, 
1 wrote by Sir Ri:bard Steel, publica 
r DE in the Year 1714, Entitled (The 
DMS: Criſis; or a Diſcourſe repreſenting the 
9 juſt Cauſes of the late happy Revolu- 
tion, with ſome ſeaſonable Remarks on the Danger 
of a Popiſh Succeſſor,) I think it may be of Pub- 
lic Service, at this Time, to republiſh fach Part 
of it, as proves the great Bleſſing, and Advantage, 

of the happy Revolution, as many People in an 
unnatural Rebellion, have taken up Arms to de- 
prive us of thoſe invaluable Privileges, which. 
are the Reſult of it, to bring us into the fame State 
of Slavery and Dependance we were in, before it 
took place, a miſerable dependant People, ſubject 

to the Will of an Arbitrary Prince, andthe bigot- 
ted Superſtition of the Church of Rome: As this 
wou'd be our real State, if the preſent Pretender 
B ſhould 
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(2) 

ſhould ſucceed, it cannot be improper to repreſent 
to you in the moſt lively Colours, the real Benefit 
and Advantage of Liberty, that Liberty which 
we at preſent enjoy; and I cannot do it with 
more Propriety, nor in ſtronger Terms, than in 
the Words of Sir Richard Steel. He ſays, we 
cannot poſſeſs our Souls with Pleaſure and Satiſ- 
faction, except we preſerve to ourſelves that ineſ- 


timable Bleſſing, called Liberty; which conſiſts im 


the Happineſs of Men's living under Laws of their 
own making, by their perſonal Conſent, or that of 


their Repreſentatives: without this, the DiſtinQtions 


amongſt Mankind are but gentler Degrees of 
Miſery. For as the true Life of a Man, conſiſts 


in conducting it according to his own juſt Senti- 


ments and innocent Inclinations, his Being isdegra- 
ded below that of a free Agent, when his Aﬀections 
and Paſſions are no longer governed by the Dictates 
of his own Mind, and the Intereſts of human 
Society, but by the arbitrary unreſtrained Will 
of another, Without Liberty, even Health, 
Strength, and all the Advantages beſtowed on us 
by Nature and Providence, may, at the Will of a 
Tyrant, be employ'd to our own Ruin, and that 
of our Fellow-Creatures. Liberty is eſſential to 
our happineſs ; they who reſign Life itſelf, rather 
than part with it, do only a prudent Action; but 
thoſe, who lay it down, and voluntarily expoſe 
themſelves to Death, in behalf of their Friends 
and Country, do an heroie one, Let this truly 
noble and generous Sentiment excite and animate 
thoſe of the Britiſb Army, who are engaged in 
ſo glorious a Cauſe, with true Courage and For- 
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titude, to repel and withſtand the utmoſt Efforts 
of thoſe that would deſtroy it. 

Ir was for Liberty, that the late Kingdoms of 
England and Scotland contended from Age to 
Age, with too great a Price of Blood and Trea- 
ſure to be given for the Purchaſe of any other 
Bleſſing: But laid out parſimoniouſſy, when we 
conſider they have tranſmitted 7s to their Poſteri- 

and is now ſecured to them, by the happy 
effects of the Union, and the preſent Eſtabliſhment. 
Let our Enemies behold the Securities, which the 
Laws of our Country have given thoſe, who dare 
aſſert their Liberties, and the Terrors, which they 
have pronounced againſt thoſe, who dare under- 
mine them. For whatever proſpect is before our 
Eyes, it is the Buſineſs of every honeſt Man to 
look up with a Spirit that becomes Honeſty, and 
do what in him lies, to ſupport and aſſiſt in our 
preſent Condition; which nothing but our own 
Puſillanimity can make deſparate. It ſeems too 
much at preſent, as if People (by the repeated In- 
ſinuations of our Enemies) were worn into a kind 
of Doubt of their own Cauſe. The moſt obvi- 
ous Method, I think, to rouſe ſuch People, and 
to receive proper Sentiments in their Minds, of 
what they ought to eſteem moſt dear, is to con- 
vince them, that our Cauſe has in it all the Sanc- 
tions of Honour, Truth, and Juſtice ; and that 
we are inſtated in a Condition of enjoying Reli- 
gion, Liberty and Property, reſcued from the moſt 
imminent Danger of having them all for ever 
depend upon the arbitrary Power of a Popiſh 
Prince. In what an abject Condition ſhould we 
; B 2 have

have been chain'd down in the late King Janies's 
Reign, had not God in his Mercy given us the 
late: happy Revolution, by that glorious Inſtru- 
ment of his Providence, King William the Third. 
But notwithſtanding ſuch a Deliverance, which 
happened not a great many Years ago, yet ſuch is 
the Inadveitency and Ingratitude of ſome amongſt. 
us, that they ſeem, not only to have forgot the De- 
liperer, but even the Deliverance itſelf; or elſe look 
upon it, as an unhappy, inſtead of a moſt happy and 
rovidential Event; yet I flatter myſelf, that if the 
Paſſages, which happen'd in thoſe Days, the Re- 
ſolutions of the Nation thereupon, and the juſt Pro- 
viſions made from time to time, againſt our falling 
into the ſame Diſaſters, were fairly ſtated, and 
laid in one view, all indirect Arts, and mean 
Subtleties of our Enemies, practiſed to weaken 
out Securities, would be fruſtrated: Theſe may 
bs collected from the ſeveral Acts of Parliament 
made at, and ſince the Revolution, which is the 
Senſe of the whole Nation, the Lords and 
Commons being the repreſentative Body of the 
Nation. The firſt Act, made in the firſt Year of 
the Reign of King William and Queen Mary, 
entitled, an Act Declaring the Rights and Li- 
e berties of the Subject, and ſettling the Succeſ- 
5 ſion of the Crown. — carries in it a noble Re- 
lentment of a People, that had been juſt reſ- 
cued from Tyranny: And yet that they might 
juſtify their Actions to Poſterity, it recites all the 
particular inſtances of a tyrannical Reign, with a 
plain and diſſpaſſionate Simplicity: It ſets out, 
* That zhe late King James the Second, by the 
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4 Aſſiſtance of evil Councellors, did endeavour ' 


to ſubvert and extripate the Proteſtant Religion, 


and the Laws and Liberties of this Kingdom,

only in Parliament: And that partial, corrupt 
and unqualified Perſons were return d and ſerved 
on Juries in Trials, (particularly in Caſes of 
High Treaſon,) which were not Freeholders. 
Exceſſive Bail was required of Perſons commit- 
ted in Criminal Caſes, to elude the Benefit of 


the Laws made for the Liberty of the Subject, 
and illegal Fines had been impoſed and Puniſh- 
nents inflicted, and ſeveral Grants and Pro- 
miſes of Fines and Forfeitures, before any 
Conviction or Judgement had againſt the Per-

ſhou'd be firmly and ſtrictly holden and obſer- 


ved, as expreſt in the ſaid Declaration ; and all 
Officers and Miniſters whatſoever, ſhall ſerve 
their Majeſties and their Succeſſors accord- 
ing to the ſame inall Time to come. And 
the Lords and Commons ſeriouſly con- 
ſidering, how it pleaſed God, in his Providence 
and Goodneſs to this Nation, to provide and 
preſerve their {aid Majeſties Royal Perſons, moſt 
happily to reign over us, upon the Throne 
of their ' Anceſtors, for which they render 
unto him, from the bottom of their Hearts, 
their humbleſt Thanks, and Praiſes ; Do truly, 


firmly, aſſuredly, and in the Sincerity of their 
Hearts think, and do hereby recognize, ac- 
knowledge and declare, that King James the 


Second having abdicated the Government, and 
their Majeſties having accepted of the Crown and 
Royal Dignity, they did become, were, and 
of Right ought to be, by the Laws of the 
Realm, our Sovereign Leige, Lord and Lady, 
King and Queen of England, France and Ire- 
land, &c. And for preventing all Queſtions, 
and Diviſions in this Realm, of any pretended

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Safety of this Nation doth (under Gop,) whol-

Manner before mentioned ; and thereunto: the 


ſaid Lords and Commons do, in the Name of all 
the People, moſt humbly and faithfuily ſub- 
mit themſelves, their Heirs, and Proſterities 
for ever; and do faithfully promiſe, that they 
will ſtand to, maintain, and defend their ſaid 
Majeſties, and alſo the Limitation, and Succeſſion 
of the Crown to the utmoſt of their Powers, 
with their Lives and Eſtates, againſt all Perſons 
whatever, that ſhall attempt any thing to the 
Contrary. And whereas it has been found by 
Experience, that it is inconſiſtent with the Safe- 
ty and Welfare of this Proteſtant Kingdom, to 
be govern'd by a Popiſh Prince, or by any King 
or Queen marrying a Papiſt, it is enacted, that 
all Perſons that are, or ſhall be reconciled to, or 
ſhall bold Communion with the See, or Church 
of Rome, or profeſs the Romiſh Religion, or 
marry a Papiſt, ſhall be excluded, and for 
ever incapable -to inherit, or enjoy the Crown, 
and Government of this Realm, and Ireland; 
or to have, uſe, and exerciſe any regal Power, 
Authority, or Juriſdiction within the ſame. 
And in every ſuch Caſe, the People of theſe 
Realms, are, and ſhall be abſolved of their Al- 
legiance ; and the ſaid Crown and Government, 
ſhall, from time to time deſcend to, and be enjoy/d 
by ſuch Perſon, or Perſons, being Proteſtants, 
as ſhou'd have inherited, and enjoy'd the fame, 
in Caſe the ſaid Perſon or Perſons fo reconciled,

that every King and Queen of. this Realm,

te and laſtly, it is enacted, that this Act ſhall 


te ſtand, remain, and be, the Law of this Realm 
« forever. From the ſtrong Terms, and warm 


Exprethons made uſe of in this Act, it is eaſy 


to conceive what was the Senſe of the Peo- 
ple, at the time of the Revolution, what 


they had ſuffer'd under the Reign of an Ar- 


bitrary Tyrannical Prince, who had broke 


thro' all Laws, Tyes, and Obligations ſub- 


fiſting between a King and his People ; and 
how truly ſenſible our Fore-Fathers were 
of their merciful and providential Deliverance, 
under their great Deliverer King William the 


Third; and what great Care they took to 


prevent, (if poſſible,) the Kingdoms fal- 
ling into the like Calamities, by enacting, 
that no Popiſh Prince ſhould ever enjoy 
the Crown of theſe Kingdoms. _— And 
as the then Kingdom of Scotland was at 
5 2 that 
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that Time, as much involved in the Calami 


ties, and Misfortunes, of the Reign of King 


ames the Second, and equally advan- 
taged by the happy and glorious Revolution; 
to do juſtice to the Scottiſb Nation, as well as 
the Engliſb, I think it neceſſary to ſet down 
(as ſuccinctly as poſſible,) what was the Sen- 
timents and Behaviour of that Nation ; and 
what was done by that brave People, in that 
important Juncture. 

Tu E Convention of the Lords and Com- 
mons in the beginning of the Year 1689. 
came to the Reſolutions, in Subſtance as fol- 
Jows. © That whereas Kin g James the Se- 


venth, being a profeſſed Papiſt, did aſſume

e out ever taking the Oath required by Law, 
© whereby every King, at the Acceſſion to the 
„Government, was obliged to ſwear to main- 


« tain the Proteſtant Religion, and to rule the 


* People according to the laudable Laws ; 
and by the Advice of wicked Councellors, 

« did invade the fundamental Conſtitution of 
the Kingdom of Scotland, and altered it 
<« from a legal, limited Monarchy, to an ar- 
« pitrary, deſpotic Power; andin a public Pro-

<« clamation aſſerted an abſolute Power, to dif- 


“ able and annul all Laws, particularly by -ar- 
“ raigning the Laws eſtabliſhing the Proteſtant 
Religion ; and to the Violation of the Laws,

<« Public Schools, and Societies of the Jeſuits; 
&« and not only allowing Maſs to be * ſaid,

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* but alſo converting Proteſtant Chapels, and 
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Churches, to Public Maſs-Houſes ; contrary 
to the expreſs Laws againſt ſaying and hear- 
ing of Maſs: By allowing Popiſh Books to 
be printed, and diſpers'd, by a Patent to a 
Popiſh Printer; defigning him Printer to His 
Majeſties Houſhold, College, and Chapel, 


contrary to Law: By taking the Children 


of Proteſtant Noblemen, and Gentlemen, 


ſending them Abroad to be bred Papiſts; 


and beſtowing Penſions upon Prieſts to per- 


vert Proteſtants from their Religion, by Offers 


of Places and Preferments; by diſcharging Pro- 
teſtants, at the ſame time he employ'd Papiſts, 
in Places of greateſt Truſt, both Civil and Mi- 
litary, and entruſting Forts, and Magazines 


in their Hands; by impoſing Oaths, contra- 


ry to Law ; by exacting Money without Con- 


ſent of Parliament, or Convention of Eftates ; 
by levying and keeping up a ſtanding Army 


in time of Peace, without Conſent of Par- 


« lament, and maintaining them upon free 
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Quarters; by imploying the Officers of the 


Army, as Judges throughout the Kingdom, by 
whom the Subjects were put to Death, with- 
out legal Trial, Jury or Record; by impo- 
ſing exorbitant Fines to the Value of the 
Parties Eſtates, executing extravagant Bail, 
and diſpoſing of Fines, and Forfeitures, be- 
fore any Proceſs, or Conviction ; by impri- 
ſoning of Perſons, without expreſſing the 
Reaſon, and delaying to biing them to Trial; 
by cauſing ſeveral Perſons to be proſecuted, 
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«and their Eſtates to be forfeited, upon Stret- 
f© ches of old and obfolete Laws, upon weak

'# fective Proofs, as particularly the Earl of Argyle, 
« to the Scandal of the Juſtice of the Nation ; 
« by ſubverting the Rights of the Royal Boroughs, 
* the Third Eſtate of Parliament, impoſing up- 
“ on them not only Magiſtrates, but allo the 
* whole Town-Council, and Clerks, contrary 
* to their Liberties and expreſs Charters, without 
* any Pretence of Sentence, Surrender, or Conſent, 
« ſqthat the Commiſſioners to Parliament, being 
* choſen by. the Magiſtrates, and Council, the 
* King might in effect, as well nominate the 
* Eſtates of Parliament; beſides, that many of the 
„ Magiſtrates put in by him, were Papifis ; and 
the 1 were forc d to pay Money, for the

« terly and directly contrary to the known Laws, 
* Freedoms, and Statutes of the Realm of Scot- 


and; upon which Grounds, and Reaſons, the 
= Eſtates 
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Eſtates of the Kingdom of Scotland, did find, 
and declare, that the faid King James had for- 
feited the Crown, and the Throne was' become 
vacant. Therefore in regard his Royal High- 
neſs, then Prince of Orange, ſince King of 
England, (whom it pleaſed God to make the 
glorious Inſtrument of delivering theſe King- 
doms from Popery, and Arbitrary Power,) 
by Advice of ſeveral Lords and Gentlemen, of 
the Scots Nation, then at London, did call the 
Eſtates of this Kingdom to meet upon the Four- 
teenth of March laſt, inorder to ſuch an Eſta- 
bliſhment as that the Religion, Laws and Li- 
berties, might not again be in Danger of being 
ſubverted; the ſaid Eſtates being then aſſembled 
accordingly, in a full and free Repreſentative 
of the Nation, did in the firſt place, (as their 
Anceſtors in like Caſes had uſually done,) 
for vindicating, and aſſerting their antient 


Rights and Liberties, declare, that by the Laws 


of Scotland, no Papiſt could be King, or Queen 


of the Realm, nor bear any Office therein, 
nor that any Proteſtant Succeſſor could exerciſe 
any Regal Power, till they had ſworn the Coro-

the ſame do not ſtop Execution of the ſaid Sen- 


teNCeS=—— that it is the Right of the 


Subject to petition to the King, and that Pro- 
| « ſ{ccutions, 
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ſecutions, and Impriſonments for ſuch petition- 
ing were contrary to Law ; therefore for the Re- 


dreſs of all Grievances, and for the amending, 
ſtrengthening, and preſerving the Laws, they 
claimed that Parliaments ought to be frequently 


called, and allowed to fit, and Freedom of 
Speech, and Debate to the Members ; and fur- 


ther claimed and inſiſted upon, all and ſundry 


the Promiſes as their undoubted Rights, and Li- 
berties; and that no Declaration, or Proceed- 


ings to the Prejudice of the People, in any of 
the faid Premiſes ought in any wiſe hereafter, 


to be drawn in Example, but that all Forfei- 


tures, Fines, Loſs of Offices, Impriſonments, 


Baniſhments, Proſecutions, and rigorous Execu- 
tions, be conſidered, and the Parties redreſſed; 


to which Demand of their Right, and Redreſs of 


their Grievances, they took themſelves to be en- 


couraged, by the King of England's Declara- 


tion; for the Kingdom of Scotland, in October 
laſt, being the only means for obtaining a full 
Redreſs and Remedy therein; therefore foraſ- 
much as they had an entire Confidence, that his 
Majeſty of England would perfect the Deliver- 
ance ſo far advanced by him, and would {till 
preſerve them from the Violation of the Rights, 
which they had aſſerted, and from all other At- 
tempts upon their Religion, Laws, and Liber- 
ties, the Eſtate of the Kingdom of Scotland 
had reſolved, that William and Mary, King and 
Queen of England, be declared King and 
Queen of Scotland, to hold the Crown, and 
Royal Dignity of the ſame Kingdom, 25 the

4 ſame Manner as limited by the People of England, 
« and then pray'd the King and Queen to accept 


« the ſame, accordingly ; which being accepted by 
“their Majeſties, they wereproclaimed King and 
Queen of Scotland, the fame Day they were 
crowned King and Queen of England. 

By the Behaviour, and Reſolution of the 
Scottiſh Nation at this Juncture, it is obvious, that 
they were not behind hand with the People of 
England; the Grievances they complain of are 
more numerous, and their Reſentment (if poſ- 
ſible,) ſtronger than the People of England; their 
Sufterings, and Calamities, under a Popiſh, Arbi- 
trary Tyrannical Prince, are painted in full as 
ſtrong Colours; and a true Senſe of their Deli- 


verance, and Reſcue from Popery, and Slavery, 


under their great Deliverer, as nervouſly, and pa- 
thetically expreſt; ſo that taking both Acts together 
of the reſpective Crowns, it may be look'd upon as 
the unanimous Conſent of both Nations, to place 


King William on the Throne, as the only Perſon.

them to their Liberties: And to uſe the very words 


of the Scottiſi Nation. — © Having an 
entire Confidence, that he would perfect the

Encouragement, from a hopes of a Failure of Iſſue

dying on the 29th of July 1700, there was no 
Proſpect of any of thoſe Perſons on whom the

ſaw the Entail to the Crown reduced to the Lives 
of King William, and the Princeſs Ani of Den- 
mar; they ſaw the Hopes of a Popiſh Jacobite 
Party taking new Spirit, and beginning to revive 
they ſaw a long Train of Popiſh Princes of the 
Blood next in Deſcent, after the Demiſes of King 
William, and the Princeſs Ann without Iſſue; 
they could not forget the Danger they had ſo 
lately been in from one Popiſh Prinee, and there- 
fore thought it high Time to take all neceſſary 
Cautions to prevent the fame for the future, from 
a numerous Train of Roman Catholick Princes, 
all or moſt of whom were very near. in Blood to 
a neighbouring Monarch, as powerful as any 
Prince in Europe; whoſe Intereſt; as well as In- 
clination, might engage him to ſupport their Pre- 
. tentions wich his whole Force. It was this pru- 
dent Foreſight of our Forefathers, that gave Birth 
to an excellent Act of Parliament, upon which the

This ſecond Article of the Union ſhews, that 
the Scottiſh Nation wete as careful at that Time 
to prevent a Deſcent of the Crown to any Catho- 
lic Prince as the Engliſb were. The Powers that 
made this ha be Union, the Parliaments of Eng- 
land and Scotland, have no longer a Being, there- 
fore the Union, in the expreſs Terms thereof, muſt 
remain inviolable ; and from the many Advan- 
tages reſulting from it (I may ſay) to both Nations, 
one can ſcarce imagine, there is in Great-Britain 
a. Perſon to be found that would wiſh to have it 
diſſolved; for as there is not a Poſlibility of our 
returning into the ſame State we were in before

the Union, it is wild and extravagant to ſup- 
poſe it can be peaceably broken; and any Perſon 
poſſeſſed of common Humanity muſt ſhudder at 
the Thoughts of the Conſequences of a War be- 
| tween two Nations thus harmonized by the Union; 
two warlike Nations, that ſhould ſeparate after 
being under ſolemn Obligations of perpetual U- 
nion, would like two * Men of Spirit that, 
had broken Friendſhip, have ten thouſand nameleſs 
and inexplicable Cauſes of Anger boiling in their 
Boſoms, which would render them incapable of 
living quiet Neighbours ; and one of them muſt 
be brought very low, or neither of them could 
live in Peace and Safety. I beg leave to remark. 
in this Place, that notwithſtanding the preſent 
unnatural Rebellion, I can't help being of Opi- 
nion, that there is not one Perſon of Fortune, 
Property, Religion, or moral Honeſty, in all 
North Britain, that deſires or wiſhes for a Diſſo- 
lution of the Union, or a Change and Revolution 
of Government, or would take Pleaſure in ſeein 
a Popiſh Prince advanced to the Throne of heiß 
Kingdoms. What confirms me the more in this 
Opinion is, that among the whole Body of the 
Rebels, there is not a Perſon diſtinguifh'd by the 
above Characters and Principles. The much greater 
Part of them confiſt of a Band of Ruffians and 
Robbers, excited only by the Hopes and Proſpect 
of Plunder. Their Chiefs and Commanders conſiſt 
of People of none, or deſperate Fortunes, attainted 
Perſons, and Murtherers; ſome concern'd in the 
late Rebellion, who abuſing his late Majeſty's 
Mercy, are ſo harden'd as to riſe again in Rebel-

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lion; and ſome there are among them to whom it 
ſeems hereditary, their whole Blood being tainted 
with that Infection, and having no Virtues de- 
ſcending to them from their Anceſtors, make a 
Merit of inheriting their Vices: Againſt ſuch, 
certainly our own Laws and happy Eſtabliſhment, 
are a ſufficient Fence and Security : The glorious 
Revolution, and the many Ads of Parliament 
made ſince, already mention'd, add ſuch Strength 
to our excellent Conſtitution, that it is not in the 
Power of our moſt inveterate and implacable Ene- 
mies, to weaken or ſhake it. If there be a Union 
among its Members, at this Juncture, then I ear- 
neſtly recommend to you an Unanimity, as the 
one Thing neceſſary to defeat and diſappoint the 
deſtructive pernicious Schemes, and ambitious 
Views of our deſigning Enemies: And ſince by 
thoſe excellent Laws, ſettled and eſtabliſh'd by 
our wiſe Forefathers, no Pepiſh Prince can ſet 
upon the Throne of theſe Kingdoms, and the 
Succeſſion to the Crown ſtands limited to our pre- 
ſent moſt gracious King and his Royal Progeny,

the Second, will be fo far from wiſhing "well to;

whenever an Opportunity has offered, to ſhew 
themſelves ſuch; and as we muſt be ſenſible, 
both from their damnable Doctrines and Princi- 
ples, they never can be our Friends, we ought al- 
ways to be upon our Guard, but more eſpecially 
at a Time when a Rebellion is carrying on and 
ſupported by the open Profeſſors and Supporters of 
thoſe very Doctrines and Principles. And who 
knows what Advantages ſuch People may take of 
our preſent Troubles. I am confident it is not for 
Want of Inclination they have not ſhewn them- 
ſelves already, and how ſoon the Maſk may be 
taken off nobody can tell. As we have Laws for 
our Security ſtill ſubſiſting, in God's Name, let 
us put them in Force, and never ſuffer it to con- 
tinue to be a Reproach to us (as I have heard it 
often mention'd) that no Kingdom has better 
Laws, and none ſo badly executed; or ſuffer our- 
felves to be deſtroy'd by our own Neglect and 
Supineneſs; as a further Argument to excite thoſe 
who have the executive Power of thoſe Laws to 
put them in Execution, I need not mention the 
particular Doctrines and Tenets of the Church of 
Rome, ſuch as meriting Heaven by deſtroying of 
Heretics, and that no Faith is to be kept with 
Heretics, and the like; for theſe have been ſo 
dften repeated in the late News-Papers and 


Pamphlets, that they muſt be {till freſh in every 


one's 
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one's Memory, and myſt (if duly attended to) 
have made proper Impreſſions upon every Reader, 
and convince- them of the Danger to be feared 
from every Member of that Communion, and the 
Neceſſity of putting the Laws in Execution againſt 

' them. That the Legiſlature once thought the 
Catholicks a dangerous Body of People, appears 
from the Laws ſtill injforce againſt them. And 
the Neceſſity there was to inforce the Execution of 
them, appears from the Encouragement they have 
given, * Rewards upon Conviction.
